The 
new U-I picture marks his 8th star 
billing in a career that lists only 
eleven films. He’s been on the 
screen as one of the stars of ‘‘Spar- 
tacus”; opposite Sophia Loren in 
“A Breath of Scandal’; in Alfred 
Hitchcock’s “Psycho,” and teamed 
with Doris Day and Rex Harrison 
in “Midnight Lace.” Gavin also 
had a star role with Peter Ustinov 
and Sandra Dee in “Romanoff and 
Juliet.” His teaming with Lana 
Turner in “Imitation of Life,” is 
still a favorite topic among mati- 
nee patrons. 

It’s interesting to compare Ga- 
vin’s career with Hudson and Cur- 
tis, especially since all broke into 
films with little or no dramatic 
experience. Curtis had worked 
with a Greenwich little theatre 
group. Hudson had spoken one 
line in a movie called “Fighter 
Squadron.” Gavin hadn’t even 
tried a school play. 

Changing Times 

In the days of the Hudson-Cur- 
tis buildup, Universal was spend- 
ing a million dollars a year on a 
talent workshop that taught movie 
newcomers everything from com- 
edy and tragedy to quick draws 
and running horse mounts. The 
studio was making 36 films a year 
in which there were an estimated 
200 small roles where hopefuls like 
Tony and Rock could get on-the- 
job experience and training. 

When John Gavin was signed, 
U-TI’s production schedule had 
been shaved to perhaps a dozen 
big films annually. The training 
school was closed. Movie costs had 
skyrocketed to a peak where risks 
were inadvisable. 

Tony Curtis waited two and one: 
half years for his first star billing. 

Rock Hudson took longer. He 
had been on the screen in 25 roles. 
The journey lasted six years, 

What about Gavin? He was 
starred in ‘A Time To Love and A 
Time To Die,” his fourth appear- 
ance on a movie screen and only 
14 months after being signed. He 
next won star roles in six major 
productions. 

How can an actor be launched 
before the public in times of de- 
creased production, higher costs 
and lack of training programs? A 
Universal executive who partici- 
pated in the buildups for Hudson 
and Curtis has one explanation. 

“There are not as many films 
available to theaters today,’ he 
pointed out, ‘and movies are get- 
ting longer runs. An actor in a 
single film is seen by more movie- 
goers than ever before. For exam-

ple, in a single year Universal cap- 
tured twenty weeks of playing 
time in most areas with only three 
pictures—‘Imitation of Life,’ ‘Op- 
eration Petticoat’ and ‘Pillow 
Talk.’ That means public exposure 
of performers in those films multi- 
plied tenfold.” 

More recently, Gavin's starring 
role with Sandra Dee in “Tammy 
Tell Me True” gave his rating an- 
other boost in the Hollywood pop- 
ularity polls.
